IN DCs PRESTIGE FORMAT 
BEGINNING IN JUNE 
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Summertime, and the comics are easy...or 
plentiful, at least! There are oodles of 
comics set to hit the racks this month, and 
that means that choosing just what to 
spend your bucks on is tougher than ever. 
There are some books out there that you 
won't want to miss, though--and that’s 
where the Hot Picks come in. As you might 
expect, Batman has quite a grip on this 
month's Hot Picks--but there are some 
excellent books scheduled for release this 
month that don't feature Batman at all, in 
case you're one of the few who's going 
through Batman Burnout. 


It's probably best to get all the great 
Batman stuff out of the way to begin with, 
though. There's plenty of it: Batman fans 
have never had it this good (and believe it 
or not, it gets even better next monthl). 
First off, there's the Batman Movie 
Adaptation, written by Denny O'Neil and 
illustrated by Jerry Ordway. This is the 
comics adaptation of the film that every 
comics fan is dying to sce, and it's 
scheduled to hit the racks the week of the 
film's debut. Will there be any left on the 
racks the day after the film opens? That's 
a question that’s tougher to answer... One 
thing's for sure, though, this is going to be 
the summer's comics event, and it 
becomes a double event as DC releases it 
in two different formats. There's a $2.50 
standard format and a $4.95 prestige 
format with painted color--but since each 
of them will have a different cover, I have a 
sneaking suspicion that Batfans are going 
to want both. 


Meanwhile, Batman's own comic gives 
fans one hot storyline after another. At 
the end of May, John Byrne gave us the 
conclusion to "The Many Deaths of 
Batman,” and many of you thought that 
was the Batman extravaganza of the 
summer (at least insofar as his own title 
was concerned). DC's found a way to top 
it, though, with Batman: Year Three by 
Marv Wolfman and Pat Broderick, 
beginning in June with Batman 436 & 
437. This storyline will focus on Batman's 
earliest involvement with Robin (a good 
kickoff for this fall's storyline involving 
Batman & Dick Grayson). DC knows how 
eager you'll be for this one, too: they're 
upgrading Batman's frequency to bi- 
weekly for the summer beginning with this 
4-parter. Don't expect it to be on the 
shelves for the full two weeks it takes for 
the next issue to come out, though; 
there are a lot of people waiting for 
this series. 


Topps is bringing Batman fans a 
couple of Batman items sure to be 
hits. First, there are the 
Batman Movie Photo 
Cards, which will be 
available both in 
standard card-packs 
and as a deluxe 
collector's set. The 
collectors’ set is 
printed on better 
quality white 
cardstock, laminated, 
and will include eleven 
cards not 

available anywhere else 
(do we have to tell you 
which edition most fans 
are going to want?) The 
collectors' card set 
won't be available 
forever, though; Topps 
is making enough to fill 
orders, so look for them 
to disappear before the 
summer's heat gets too 
unbearable. 


Topps is also offering a 
Batman Official 
Movie Souvenir 
Magazine with 
information 
about the film, 
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the comic, and behind-the-scenes photos 
galore; it’s a perfect complement to the 
Topps card set. 


Finally, DC has seen fit to reprint its 
instant-sellout Greatest Batman Stories 
Ever Told in paperback; the new edition 
will have a Walt Simonson cover prepared 
especially for the paperback, so some of 
you who have the hardcover on your 
shelves may want to add a second edition 
to the Batman library... 


Okay, we warned you that Batman was 
going to be hotter than June sunshine-- 
but what about that non-Batman 
cornucopia? 


Aliens I 1 is sure to be at least as big a 
hit as the first Aliens series; Dennis 
Beauvais’ artwork is certainly different 
from Mark Nelson's work on the first 
series, but equally as good. The addition 
of color to this series is going to draw ina 
lot of readers who couldn't overcome their 
“black-and-white-phobia" to try the first 
Aliens run, as well. You remember 
how quickly Aliens #1 vanished--keep 
that in mind when you see Aliens IT 
#1 in your local comics shop, and 
realize that you may not get a second 
chance to pick it up. 


Piranha Press debuts with 
three really outstanding 
titles this month; the line

Descriptions don't 
do this book justice, though; fans of the 
esoteric will be delighted with this new 
litle, and this is another one that may not 
be available in sufficient quantities to 
mect the demand. 


The third Piranha title, Sinners, won't 
appeal to every comics fan--but the older, 
more sophisticated reader will be very 
pleased with this powerful story of a man's 
descent through the stations of life. Look 
for Sinners to be very, very popular with 
thinking fans--and I'll bet you there are 
more of them out there than many people 
suspect... 


Badger is having quite a month of his 
own; not only is the round-robin Badger 
Goes Berserk sure to attract fans of the 
many big-name artists involved in this 
project, but Badger’s own title will feature 
the artwork of fan-favorite Tim Vigil for the 


next three issues. Both books begin to 
take Badger in the more serious direction 
Baron intends for the series in the future, 
and a lot of fans are curious to sce what 
CowanaiZeck&Kitchen&Spyder&oodles of 
together have to offer in the mini-series as 
well as what surprises Salick and Vigil can 
spring in the regular book.

It will, however, bring Dark Horse 
Presents #32, a double-sized issue that 
will feature a new Paul Chadwick Concrete 
story along with The American, The Zone, 
and several other features. It may not be 
all Concrete--but Concrete fans are willing 
to take some Concrete in lieu of no 
Concrete at all, so look for this one to be 
the best-selling Dark Horse Presents 
since the Aliens issue. 


Dr. Doom and Dr. Strange may not be 
top-selling characters, but I feel very 
confident that a graphic novel co-starring 
the two will be one of this month's smash 
hits. Why? Because it features eighty 
pages stunning painted-color artwork by 
Mike Mignola and Mark Badger, combined 
with a Roger Stern story that resolves the 
fate of Dr. Doom's mother, whose soul is 
held by Mephisto. Every fan of quality 
artwork will find this hardcover graphic 
novel to be a must-have, 


Dirty Pair was a scllout for all four issues 
of its run; even with stores scrambling to 
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JUNE HOT PICKS! 
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get more copies of Dirty Pair I, the new 
limited series, I think we'll see more 
shortages once this makes its rack debut. 
Smith & Warren are turning out top-notch 
manga-style adventure that captures the 
essence of Dirty Pair, it seems that large 
numbers of fans continue to recognize 
that. 


El Diablo is quite a different comic; this is 
a superhero book set in an average-sized 
town in the southwest. The villains aren't 
costumed and powerful. The best 
description for El Diablo is that the hero 
is a Southwestern Spirit with a Latino 
touch--and Gerad Jones and Mike 
Parobeck have made it a truly entertaining 
read. El Diablo's difference may be the 
key to its summer success. 


With so many beautifully illustrated books 
available this month, it might seem that it 
would be hard to pick one as being the 
premiere "art comic" of June. 

Hawkworld makes the choice much 
easier, though; Tim Tniman, writer and 
penciller, joins Alcatena, inker, to turn out 
one of the best-looking prestige format 
series so far published. Even if the story

CSN told you about Screenplay, Slave 
Labor's new mini-series, in our CSN 
Special that gave you the scoop on the 
Batman f{ilm. It's a concept that's sure to 
pique the curiosity of Batman fans: a 
sixties superhero television show famous 
for its campy stories is being made into a 
more serious film for the 1990's. From 
there, the story takes a more surreal turn-
